| COPIES OF EVIDENCE 
| The committee ordered copies 
for its members of the evidence 
taken in 1923 and 1934 in the de- 
cennial revision of the Bank Act, 
and copies of the act as it stands 
today. A. G, Slaght (Lib.-Parry 
Sound) urged that all legislation 
planned for the present session in 
the banking field be brought be- 
fore the committee. G. G. McGeer 
(Lib.-Burrard) gave notice he 
would cross-examine Dr, Clark and 
Mr. Towers on the proposals of the 
London Chamber of Commerce for 
a new economic system. 

Press observers saw in these de- 
velopments signs that a full scale 
examination of Canadian banking 
policy, probably running for 
months, was in sight.

He was pre- 
pared to say they would sell on the 
basis of government - guaranteed 
bonds (with interest ranging from 
one to three per cent depending on 
the term.) 


INITIAL CAPITAL 

The bill provides for an initial} 
| capital of $25,000,000 to be subserib- 
| ed by the Bank of Canada and for 
the sale of bonds up to a maximum 
| of $75,000,000. 

Mr. Towers said the gap in the 
finacial structure which the indus- 
trial bank was designed to fill had 
grown greater in recent years. For- 
merly it was possible for small 
businesses to get capital from indi- 
viduals. Now the amount of savings 
individuals had for investment was 
affected by income tax. Individuals 
also had to consider how their es- 
tates could be converted into cash 
and minority interests in small 
business were often no really con- 
vertible. 

“In other words, we are taxing 
ourselves out of private enterprise 
and into a state of public owner- 
ship or public aid,” said G. G. 
McGreer (L., Vancouver-Burrard).

HERE’S ANSWER 


How did the Red Army do this?! 
Here is a partial answer: 

1—Soviet tanks have wider treads 
and higher body clearance, enabling 
them to keep going when the heavy 
German Tigers bogged down, The 
German Panther, the Mark V, 
proved more mobile than the Tiger 
or Mark VI, but the performance is

2—The retreating German col- 
umns kept to the highways and 
repeatedly ran into bottlenecks 
such as bridges, towns and flood- 
ed points.

Soviet 
tank and cavalry outriders took to 
the fields in small, manoeuvrable 
formations. 

3—The Germans were loaded 
down with thousands of tons of sup- 
plies, ammunition and heavy guns 
which they tried to save.

up entire columns, not only of| 
troops but also of supplies. 
COLUMNS JAMMED 

4—The Germans attempted to 


evacuate the bulk of their troops by 
truck. When the columns jammed 
the troops were forced to flee and 
the Soviet infantry advanced large- 
ly by foot, mopping up German 
units often already paralyzed by 
Red tanks and cavalry. 


5—In contrast to the Germans, 
the Soviet army was plentifully 
supplied with excellent cavalry 
which often was the only force 
able to advance through the mud. 
Mobile Soviet striking forces re- 
peatedly comprised tank and cav- 
alry units and the tanks often 
brought up large numbers of in- 
fantrymen clinging to the sides. 
6—Soviet supply columns were 
equipped well with trucks which 
proved tougher and able to pass 
through deeper mud than the Ger- 
man trucks. The Russians repeat- 
edly were able to replenish trans- 
port from abandoned German 
equipment. 
UTILIZE SLEDGES 

7—The Red Army utilized sledges 
for bringing up supplies close to 
the front. The sledges could be 
used almost equally well over mud 
or snow and the burden on the men 
often was relieved by hitching the 
sledges in trains attached to tanks | 
or tractors. | 

8—Superior mobility of the So- | 
viet air arm was equally vital.

Hitler Takes Dangerous Gamble 


To Bolste 


By ROSS MUNRO 


LONDON, March 23—(CP) 
~The Red army’s overpower- 
ing surge over the Dniester 
river into pre-war Rumania 
has forced Hitler to make one 
of his biggest gambles of the 
war—to use a large portion of 
his precious, strategic reserve 
to bolster the tottering 
Balkan front. 

Some divisions of this reserve 
probably had been slated for 
western Europe to combat the 
forthcoming Allied’ invasion but 
the Germans either had to throw 
new forces into Hungary, Ru- 
mania and Bulgaria or concede 
the Balkans to the Red army. 

Hitler wanted to hang on to this 

army reserve as long as possible, 
not only for the west but also to 
meet the Russian threat 
Poland. 
the Balkans, however, exceeded 
anything anticipated by the Ger- 
mans and they were not prepared 
for it. 


USE RESERVE UNITS 

The enemy is not denuding 
France or the low countries to get 
these 
but it is highly probable that divi- 
sions held in reserve near the Swiss 
border or the Siegfried line area 
and in Germany itself have been 
rushed southeast. 

This would weaken the western 
front, for the man who wins battles 
is the one who has the last reserve 
in hand. 

If the 
stabilize 


Germans can possibly 
the Balkan front. they 
may be able to bring some of 
these divisions back into the 
vital resorve and depend upon 
the Carpathian Mountains as the 
main bulwark in southeast Eur- 
ope. The Russians are about 115 
miles from the Carpathians which 
ring Hungary on the south and 
east. 

The only good pass through the 


Carpathians is the “Iron Gate” 
where the Danube river curls 
through the mountains 90 miles 


southeast of Belgrade. 


PROBABLY FORTIFY PASS 

The Germans probably are for- 
tifving the pass now to make it a 
strongpoint like Cassino on 
central Italian front, This 
ve as a backstop if the Russians 
ro!l across Bessarabia, as they pro- 


se 


bably will, into Rumania proper 
and swing southwest to the Tron 
Gate. 

Meanwhile, relationship _ be- 


tween the Balkan front and the 
western European invasion is re- 
ceiving attention from some Lon- 
don observers, Douglas Brown, 
competent military correspond- 
ent for the London Evening 
News, said the position at last has 
been reached when the German 
high command could hope to 
halt the surging Russian tide 
only by opposing it with all the 
strength left to the Germans, 

“Il look upon Anglo-American 
forces assembled in Britain as the 
grand strategic reserve of the 
United Nations,” he wrote. “They 
will be launched against the enemy 
when his own reserves have been 
exhausted. Every day the balance 
on land and in the air moves 
against the Germans. Thus every 
day improves the prospects of the 
Anglo-American grand _ strategy 
reserve.”

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Saluting the Flag 


That amendment to the Alberta School 
Act which rescinds the obligation of school 
children to salute the flag is sound and in- 
telligent legislation, even though many ob- 
jectors will see little difference between 
saluting and standing to attention when 
the flag is displayed. 

In principle, however, the idea of com- 
pulsion in this act of respect is entirely 
wrong and the amendment, very properly, 
removes it. No law can make a child patri- 
otic by forcing that child to go through the 
motions of patriotism. A properly instruct- 
ed child will salute the flag out of rever- 
ence for what the flag represents. If the 
child ig not properly instructed, the salute 
means nothing. 

It would seem, then, that the amendment 
to the School Act, while excellent in itself, 
fails to go far enough. 

In removing the obligation to salute the 
flag, the amendment should provide for 
adequate instruction in patriotic matters 
so that each child would want to salute the 


flag.

Better Terms for Pensioners 


Some opposition has been offered in the 
Legislature to the proposal to revise the 
Old Age Pensions regulations so as to in- 
crease the pension to $50 per month and 
lower the age limit from 70 to 60 years. 
An alternative proposal has been advanced 
which would make the pension $40 per 
month and the age limit 60 years for wo- 
men and 65 years for men, 

This haggling over the pittance paid our 
pioneers does not become the dignity of a 
legislative body. It does not become the 
natural dignity of men. 

Every person knows that no aged per- 
son, in these days, can live in any degree of 
comfort on a maximum income of $365 a 
year, particularly when the cruel and in- 
iquitous pension rules compel the pensioner 
to forego all other sources of income, how- 
ever small, or be penalized in his or her 
pension. 

The difference between a pension of $40 
and $50 is so small, in the total outlay, but 
so large in the pensioner‘s view, that it is 
unthinkable that humane men should 
arzue and bicker over it. 

If the pensions plan is worth operating 
it is worth operating adequately. Why con- 
t ‘bute to these gallant old folk who have 
given their lives to the building of this 
country a sum so small that it condemns 
them to lives of penury and privation?

He Hasn’t Vanished Yet 


Horses sold at exceptionally high prices 
at the Lacombe horse sale this week, the 
largest annual event of the kind held in 
Alberta. This rather discounts the idea 
that the day of the horse has gone, the 
more because there were about 1,400 en- 
tries in the sale. Scarcity of gasoline and 
oil of course sets limits to the use of tract- 
ors at present, and this no doubt accounts 
in large measure for the demand for 
horses, 

But when these supplies were plentiful 
Alberta horse-growers managed to find a 
large enough market to stay in business. 
As no part of Canada is better adapted to 
this branch of farming than Alberta, it can 
be hoped that the demand will continue 
when gasoline coupons and tire permits are 
no more. 

That the horse has no place in modern 
farm economy is a large assumption! While 
power machinery is undoubtedly advant- 
ageous—perhaps_ indispensable—in the 
operation of a large farm, the horse is the 
cheaper and handier motive power on 
smaller holdings. Where mixed farming is 
the practice there are a multitude of duties 
for which the horse is preferable, That his 
feed is grown on the place, and his owner 
does not have to pay out money for import- 
ed fuel, is a large consideration in such cir- 
cumstances, 

It seems safe to assume that the Al- 
berta horse is a long way from extinction. 
Who that has ever lived on a farm does not 
hope that this may be so?

Canada Delivers the Goods 


Canada last year produced 4,133 air- 
planes; 15,000 armored fighting vehicles; 


175,000 mechanical transport vehicles; 
45,000 guns, carriages and mountings; 
580,000 machine guns, rifles and other 


small arms; 30,000,000 rounds of gun am- 
muniticn; 1,500,000,000 rounds of small 
arm ammunition; 1,000,000,000 pounds of 
chemicals and explosives; 150 cargo ves- 
sels; 100 naval vessels; 3,600 small craft; 
$180,000,000 worth of instruments and 
communication equipment. 

These figures, presented to parliament 
by Hon, C, D, Howe, give definite propor- 
tions to the generalisation that Canada has 
gone into munitions production in a big 
way. They make up a list which in volume 
and variety very few people can have sup- 
posed five years ago would be possible. 
Canada at this point in 1939 was not build- 


ing any airplanes, or tanks, or military. 


trucks, or guns, or large cargo vessels, or 
naval ships; nor turning out ammunition, 
chemicals or explosives for war purposes. 
The Dominion need fear comparison 
with no other country on the score of quick 
development of war production, We started 
literally from scratch, less equipped than 
any comparable country to turn out the 
' 
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tools of war, Factories built for peacetime 
production only had to be revamped and 
re-tooled before they could start making 
munitions. In scores of instances vast 
plants had to be built before a beginning 
could be made in the manufacture of cer- 
tain kinds of war equipment. It is almost 
true that five years ago Canada was totally 
lacking in the machinery with which to 
produce war machinery. 

Hitler re-armed Germany in seven 
years, starting with one of the greatest in- 
dustrial set-ups in the worid. This pre- 
dominantly agricultural country of Canada 
in four years of effort built more equip- 
ment than our entire population could have 
manned and maintained in action if our 
eleven million people had all been men of 
military age. So much for the supposed 
super-efficiency of National Socialism, and 
the alleged inability of a democracy tg pro- 
duce goods as and when they are needed. 

Our war producton is now at the peak, 
in total volume. During 1944 we are to 
turn out more of some types of munitions, 
less of others which the Allies now have in 
assured supply. Production in 1944 is ex- 
pected to be 3 per cent more in value than 
in 1943, but may run to far more if more 
is required, The estimates show a reduced 
expenditure of 7 per cent, since less plant 
construction is now required. 

The fourth quarter of 1943 saw the 
highest level of employment in the history 
of Canada. There was in fact over-employ- 
ment, since women who should be at home 
with their families and boys who should be 
at school are working in war plants. What 
Canadians have done in wartime they can 
do in peacetime. Mr. Howe concluded his 
statement with this fitting advice: “Let us 
concentrate on winning the war, while 
looking forward with confidence in our abil- 
ty to meet the problems of conversion, 
when our paramount job is behind us.”

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More Direct Diplomatic 
Method Thar That of 
Britain

The Soviet Union pursues a con- 

sistent policy, but not by obviously 
consistent means. Thus, its recog- 
nition ef the Badoglio government 
has created almost as much stir as 
the Russo-German pact. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there are some par- 
allels. 

The British gov- 
ernment, under 
Mr. Chamberiain, 
believed thas Brit- 
ain coul fix things | 
up with Hitler, | 
while Stalin obvi- 
ously could not, | 
for ideological 
reasons. T hen, 
when Stalin and 
Hitler made the 
pact, the whole Dorothy 
world thought it | Thompson 
represented a real friendship—al- 
most an alliance. Now, with hind- 
sight, we see that every move made 
under the pact was for the estab- 
lishment of strategical positions for 
the certainty of a coming war with 
Germany. 

The reactions of the fellow-trav- 
ellers in all countries are similar. 
Previous to the Russo-German pact 
they were urging strong measures 
against Hitler; with the pact they 
became militant pacifists; with the 
war they became its most ardent 
supporters, There is no indication 
then or now that Stalin has ever 
taken, into his previous confidence 
these international yes-men of what- 
ever policy he may choose. Like 
the rest of us, they have to figure 
out the meaning of his moves for 
themselves. 


* * * 


In the Badoglio case the Anglo- 
American powers are using the 
Badoglio government but not grant- 
ing it diplomatic status. Our repre- 
sentatives with it are the generals 
of our army of occupation, Stalin’s 
gesture is different. It does not 
imply that he is satisfied with the 
Badoglio government, or intends to 
support it. What he does recognize 
is Italy, and the Italian state, as 
such. 

Stalin has always given recogni- 
tion to any government that would 
recognize the Soviet Union, and 
has, de facto, power. Never has the 
fate of Communist parties or left- 
wing movements in any country 


| 


influenced Soviet diplomacy. The 
regime of Kemal Pasha in Turkey 
hanged every Communist it could 
lay its hands on, but Turkey 
the Soviet Union maintained ex- 
cellent relations, 

The regime of the Kuomintang 
has made military campaigns 
against the Communists, but the 
Soviet Union retains diplomatic re- 
lations, and has sent arms to 
Chiang. A year ago the Soviet 
Union sounded out the possibility 
of sending an ambassador to the 
Vatican. That does not mean that 
it is a supporter of the Vatican. 


* * * 


Stalin has never believed in the 
feeble policy of non-recognition of 
governments actually in power. 
Governments in exile are some- 
thing else again. 

The opponents of the Badoglio 
government, in and out of Italy, 
have been conciliated by the British 
and American governments with 
the promise thet things will change 
after we reach Rome. There is no 
reason to believe that the presence 
of a Soviet ambassador with Ba- 
doglio means that the Soviet Union 
would break with a successor. 


* * * 


But there is a very important 
political issue in the gesture. Italy, 
as a state, is in an ambiguous posi- 
tion. It is, (a) a defeated enemy, 
and (b) a co-belligerent—a sort of 
third-class ally. On which side of 
the fence is the main weight to fall? 

The answer is to be found in 
the kind of representation we have 
with whatever Italian government 
exists. With an enemy one has 
military representation giving or- 
ders; with an ally one has diplo- 
matic connections—for negotiation. 
We have chosen the former, and 
the Soviet Union has chosen the 
latter—and this is both important 
and disconcerting. Its significance 
has been*immediately grasped by 
the Badoglio government. Not 
merely the king and Badoglio, but 
Italy, as a state, has been recog- 
nized as a country one can deal 
with. The government may change, 
but the state has slipped, as far 
as the Soviet Union is concerned, 
into the position of a real ally.

Indeed, you will 
travel throughout America and find 
few such communities, and none of 
any size. In the sense of pleasurable 
places to live in we probably have 
no single city in America, 

Who can compare the brutal 
canyons of New York to the gra- 
cious parks, green belts and en- 
crusted architecture of London, 
which, for all its slums, is a city 
whereas w York is a prison?

Cost of Children’s Allowances 


Payments Will Go Largely 
To Rural Areas of the 


Country 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 


OTTAWA—There are 3,500,000 
children in Canada under the age 
of 17 years and the cost of provid- 
ing allowances for all of them, at a 
rate of $9 a month, would amount 
to $378,000,000 annually. This, in 
brief, is the situation discovered by 
examining the 1941 census returns 
and applying to them the reported 
figure of $9 a month as the pro- 
posed allowance for each child in- 
volved in federal legislation expect- 
ed at the present session of parlia- 
ment, 

Since the legislation has not been 
brought down yet and the terms are 
not known officially, neither the 
figure of $9 can be taken finally as 
the amount to be paid nor is it 
known whether or not Parliament 
would authorize payment for every 
child in Canada. In other countries, 
where family allowances have been 
paid, various restrictions have been 
imposed. In Australia, for instance, 
the allowance is not paid for the 
first child of family, but only for 
each successive child. 

The estimate of $378,000,000, then, 
is the top limit. Actually, in specu- 
lation arising out of mention in the 
speech from the throne last Janu- 
ary 27, estimates of the cost of fam- 
ily allowances have ranged from 
$150,000,000 to $200,000,000 annually. 

Calculations made on the basis 
of the 1941 census returns show 
clearly that a larger proportion of 
payments of family allowances will 
go to families in rural areas than in 
urban areas, The larger families in 
Canada are on the farms, More 
than that, the greatest proportion- 
ate concentration of children in 
Canada are found in the farms of 
Quebec and the Prairie Provinces. 
Taking the distribution of children 
between farms and cities and towns 
of Canada, the largest group is 
found on the farms of the Prairie

Provinces. This is shown in the fol- 
lowing tabulation:

Some interesting discoveries are 
found in census returns regarding 
families in Canada, The total 
number is 2,486,920. The total 
number of children under 17 years 
of age is 3,508,740. This would 
indicate that the average family 
in Canada consist: of 1.37 children 
under 17. But the record shows 
that 782,000 families have no chil- 
dren at all, so tiat 1,704,920 have 
one or more children, This means 
an average number of children un- 
der 17 per family of 2.06. 

Taking the families with chil- 
dren under 17 years, the average 
size of a family in Canada on a 
farm is 2.47 children, in cities and 
towns 1.90 children. Distribution 
of the really large families in Can- 
ada shows that rural Quebec is 
far ahead of the rest of the coun- 
try. The census shows that in 
1941 there were 20,890 families 
with 10 or more children, and 
these were distributed in this way: 
Maritimes, 2,330; Quebec, 13,220; 
Ontario, 2,460; Prairies, 2,700; B.C., 
180. More than half the Canadian 
families with -even or more chil- 
dren live in Quebec.

Socialism’s Farm Collectives 


Manifesto Seems to Make 
Views of Party Clear on 


Policy 
By J. H. GRAY 

Political manifestos are notor- 
iously long-winded. Last April, in 
an effort to condense tne provincial 
program of the British Columbia 
C.C.F. into its available space, the 
Vancouver Sun described its farm 
policy as “calling for the collectiv- 
ization of agriculture as in Russia.” 

This term was challenged by the 
C.C.F.-ers when used in the House 
of Commons by a western Liberal 
member last week. Strictly speak- 
ing, The Sun report was perhaps 
not accurate. The manifesto did not 
contain these words, Yet the pur- 
port of the relevant section of the 
manifesto is clear enough, The 
British Columbia C.C.F, is all for 
collectivization of agriculture, as is 
plain from the following para- 
graphs from the official text of the 
manifesto: 

“Production will be stimulated 
by increasing returns to the 
farmer, but hand in hand must go 
encouragement to increasingly ef- 
ficient methods of production, 
Provision will be made for the re- 
settlement of those now on un- 
economic farm lands, Co-opera-.. 
tive farms in those lines and in 
those areas where they will lower 
production costs.must be encour- 
aged, and the production costs of 
such co-operative farms will be- 
come a yardstick by which to set 
the price level. 
.. It will be necessary, in 
order to ensure adequate returns 
to the farmer, to constitute the 
provincial government as the sole 
purchaser and wholesaler of agri- 
cultural produce, Only by the 
creation of such a government 
monopoly will it be possible to 
control imports into the province 
or to eliminate those interests 
which now divert such a large 
part of the consumer's dollar to 
private gain, 

“While it may not be feasible 
to set up the organization to take 
over all lines of agricultural pro- 
duce simultaneously, it will be 
necessary to proceed as rapidly 
as possible. First steps in this di- 
rection will be taken in the field, 
dairy, poultry, fruit and vege- 
table products, but the ultimate 
success of measures to improve 
conditions in (these fields) will 
bring the milling and distribu- 
tion of grains and mill feeds 
under public ownership, Market- 
ing, buying and processing co- 
operative associations and credit 
unions will be assisted and en- 
couraged by the government by

sacrifice, Because surface warfare 
sometimes takes years to accom 
plish what air power accomplishes | 
in weeks or months, its destructive | 
force seems smaller.

“The Reserve Army today needs 
men who are willing to forego some 
of their pleasures in order to pro- 
vide that reserve of force so necess- 
ary in all operations whether in 
commercial life or military oper- 
ations,” the Brigade commander 
said. “Canada has never had a large 
standing army but has had instead 


“stream- 


a reserve of men willing to make! 


sacrifices for the country’s good, 
whether in active combat or to pro- 
vide a force behind the so-called | 
‘fighting line’. 

“Men arose in 1812 and again in 
1867, prepared to defend the coun- 
try,” Col. Knight declared, “In 
1885 for the Egyptian campaign 
and in 1900 for the Boer War the 
Canadians were ready, but it was 
in 1914 that the so-called militia 
were mobilized to provide the 
first Canadian contingent for the 
Great War of 1914-18.” 


“The old proverb, ‘He who gives 
quickly gives twice’ here could be 
transposed to read, “He who hits 
quickly hits twice’,’ the colonel 
said. 

“In 1914 it was necessary to mobil- 
ize quickly and this would have 
been impossible if Canada had not 
had a militia, subsequently called 
the non-permanent active militia 
and now called the reserve army”, 
the speaker continued, “In 1939 Can- 
ada was required to mobilize quick- 
ly and again it would not have been 
possible if it had not been for the 
N.P.A.M. 

In the case of The Loyal Ed- 
monton Regiment, the Calgary 
Highlanders and many batteries 
of artillery which were mobilized 
immediately, officers, N.C.O.’s 
and many of the rank and file 
were men who had trained for 
many years in the N.P.A.M., Col. 
Knight stated. He suggested that 
when people read today of the 
gallantry of these men on the 
Italian front they should remem- 
ber how Canada’s start in the 
present war was made possible. 

“Today the government of this 
country in its wisdom, and with 
all possible information at its dis- 
posal says ‘the reserve army will 


continue’” the speaker said. 'There- 
fore it is our task to see that it 
does.” 

Dealing with the present con- 


flict the brigade commander drew 
attention to the manner in which 
the Germans over-ran Europe ii 
1940 and appeared likely to defeat 
and occupy the United Kingdom. It 
was not until then, he said, that 
the countries of the Western Hem- 
isphere began to realize the dan- 
ger to this continent, 

Canada’s answer was to bring 
the reserve army up to a strength 


never known before and although | 


training equipment was scarce to 
make the most of what was avail- 
able. 


In 1941, he continued, Japan 
made its dastardly attack on 
Pearl Harbor and our Pacific 


Coast was menaced. The reserve 
was then formed into operational 

groups and stood ready to take 

its place in the defence of our 
coasts should it be necessary, 

“As the mdnths rolled by 
danger appeared to lessen and the 
reserve army diminished in 
strenth,” Col. Knight stated. “In 
my humble opinion this complac- 
ency is whclly unjustified. War is 
the most unpredictable element 
known, Today's victory may be to- 
morrow's defeat if we are not ready 
to meet any emergency. The sud- 
dent new advent of new weapons, 
new tactics, may reverse the posi- 
tion overnight. Let us be prepared 
and keep a strong reserve army in 
this country, ready and trained to 
play its part should the need arise. 
It is only sound business and serves 
as an insurance policy against any | 
sudden deterioration in the military 
situation,” 

“There is still much to be done 
to win this war,” the brigade com- 
mander concluded. “Therefore, 
those of you men who cannot serve 
in the active army, serve in the re- 
serve, Don't wait for tomorrow.’

“GROSS IMPERTINENCE” 

Fred Anderson (S.C., Calgary), 
declared that if the House passed 
the Martin amendment, the action 
would be “gross impertinence.” 

Mr. Martin then said he doubted 
if people today are more interested 
in political matters than they were 
in 1917, as had been suggested. 


“Lord help us if they are not!” a 
Social Credit member interjected. 

The amendment was then voted

Mr. Maynard declared it was not 
feasible or practicable to give the 
vote to’people in the armed ser- 
vices who are stationed outside of 
the province, He said the matter 
had “been gone into, and the gov- 
ernment had checked with every 
province in Canada, but could find 
no way to do it. 


ENACTMENT CANCELLED 


Provinces that passed legislation 
to allow for such a_ vote being 
taken had subsequently cancelled 
their enactment, or have it now 
under further review, the minister 
added, He said that in some states 
of the United States, soldiers are 
not allowed to vote even in their 
own state. 

Mr. Maynard objected to Mr. 
Macdonald's remark regarding 
“political expediency.” “There is 
not a word of truth in the state- 


ment,” he said, adding that the gov- 
ernment would be only too anxious 
to conduct a vote among the ser- 
vicemen outside of Alberta, “know- 
ing we would get a large majority 
of the vote.” 

E. E, Roper (C.C,F,.-Edmonton) 
said he did not think it was im- 
possible to give the men overseas 
and in other parts of Canada the 
vote, if time is allowed for mak-
